“NO MATTER WHO WINS NEXT NOVEMBER the world 
will find this country governed by a tough young 
man whose party is pledged to an active external 
policy and to an internal policy tasting of our na- 
tional dish—pie in the sky.” 

C. L. Sulzberger said it in his editorial-page col- 
umn in the New York Times. Whether you and | 
agree with the specifics or not, the fact remains 
that the majority of top-level political observers 
see less essential differences between the two par- 
ties at the national level in 1960 than at any time 
in a generation or more. 

This means that the next four years will see a 
greater premium than ever on grass-roots political 
participation by businessmen. When the business- 
man becomes a politician, his services are usually 
received with open arms—by either party. And this 
gives him a chance to exercise an influence on be- 
half of the business community without being a 
“representative” of business. 

How does the businessman get into politics? 
What strings, if any, are attached? What should 
be your attitude on employee participation. 

To bring you the answers to these and many 
other vital questions about fleetmen going into 
politics, we’ve retained Larry Milhon, one of the 
editors of McGraw-Hill’s FacToRY magazine. He 
has worked in collaboration with FLEET OWNER’s 
Reck Johnson and with the McGraw-Hill News 


Bureaus. The report begins on page 70. 


Arbitrary mileage limits in the proposed ICC 
hours-of-service regulation are in the news again. 
In an effort to take some of the starch out of the 
opposition to the 375-mile-a-day limit, Ernie Cox 
(Director of Safety Division, Bureau of Motor 
Carriers) sent up a trial balloon. Not as an official 
proposal, but on his own hook he suggested the 
possibility of raising the limit to 425 miles if 80% 
or more of the miles were on turnpike-type roads, 
and 475 miles for 95% or more. 


Cox’s plea is that it’s easier to police miles than 
hours after a driver’s last consecutive eight hours 
off duty. Even if this were true (which we doubt), 
it seems to us to be begging the question. An accu- 
rate record of hours is required not only by ICC 
but also by the Wage and Hour Division. If two 
federal agencies can’t enforce a requirement for 
time checks, we’re in an awful mess. 

Truckers don’t like regulation. No one does. But 
most of the industry—private and for-hire alike 
has grown up, recognizes its responsibility to abide 
by necessary and sensible safety rules. We think 
the vast majority of truckers will go along with a 
really tough crackdown on genuine safety violators. 
But the 375-mile limit—even in the amended form 
Cox proposes—is neither necessary nor sensible.

“Private truck users should share in the battles 
for efficient highway transportation, which are 
now waged mainly by for-hire carriers.” 

Tough words, But they weren’t said in any spirit 
of partisanship. In fact, they came from John J. 
Gill, president of the Private Carrier Conference 
of ATA (and likely next president of ATA). 

For years, many private carriers were simply 
“free riding” on the aggressive efforts of the for- 
hire carriers in such areas as sizes and weights, 
taxation, and highway construction. It’s hearten- 
ing to see more private carriers speak out for 
themselves. Sure, some of this has been because the 
interests of the private and for-hire carriers don’t 
always run parallel (piggybacking, for example). 

When the interests of the private carriers run 
counter to those of the for-hire carriers, let the 
Private Truck Council and ATA’s Private Carrier 
Conference say so, and with no apologies. But 
when their interests are the same, let’s not have 
any holding back “to avoid the appearance of be- 
ing a ‘captive’ of a ‘competing’ group.” 

Motor carrier transportation is one of the biggest 
and fastest-growing industries in the U. S. But it 
can’t afford the luxury of one sector dominating 
another, or one sector refusing to cooperate with 
another because of fear of domination. The only 
possible gainers from such internal penny-ante 
politics would be the railroads or the advocates of 
a nationalized transportation system.

How to lubricate ball-joint suspension 










A filter that’s working 
runs a temperature 


Oil filters last so long these days that it’s sometimes hard 
to say when they were last changed. But they’re so impor- 
tant to your car’s well-being that it’s essential that you 
know whether they’re too full to filter right. Here’s a 
simple way to find out: 


A filter that’s working right will be as warm as the engine 
oil. If the filter on a fully warmed-up engine remains cool 
to the touch, it’s a safe bet that it’s too clogged to let any 
oil through. Just to double check, tap the filter case 
sharply. A metallic ringing sound means the cartridge is 
still in good shape. A soggy thud often means that the 
filter is loaded. Top mileage for even the best filter is 
6000 miles, never more. 


DEAR AL, 
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Distributor points give clue 
on condenser condition 


Next time you’re tuning up an engine, make this fast- 
but-positive check to determine condenser capacity. Sim- 
ply take a peek at the distributor points. If there’s any 
buildup of metal on the breaker contacts, it’s a sure sign 
of an over-capacity condenser. The buildup will occur 
on the stationary breaker contact if the battery has a 
negative ground, and on the movable breaker contact if 
the battery is grounded positively.

A super-salesman stopped in a while 
ago to sell me a new filter line. He told 
me the filters I’ve been selling remove 
detergents from motor oil, as well as 
sludge and water. I don’t think any 
up-to-date filter will do this, and I 
think the guy is a psycho. What do 
you think?

No comment on psychos, but you’re 
right about the filters. No modern 
passenger car filter, full-flow or by- 
pass type, will remove detergents or 
other additives from modern oils, On 
the othcr hand, the sludge that filters 
collect will soak up additives—a mighty 
good reason for draining oil and chang- 
ing filters regularly. 


I have a Willys Jeep with a lot of elec- 
trical equipment on it—winch, snow 
plow, heater, radio, etc. I'm thinking 
of installing an 8-volt battery to get 
more juice, but I'd like to check with 
you first to find out how this would 
affect the electrical system. Also, what 
other changes should I make in addi- 
tion to resetting the voltage regulator?

Don’t do it! The two extra volts would 
burn out lights and ignition coil, may- 
be damage your generator, and shorten 
life of spark plugs and distributor 
points, Finally, you would not be able 
to revamp the limited range of the 
voltage regulator,so you couldn’t keep 
such a battery charged. Where you 
would get an 8-volt battery is another 
question, unless you plan to use four 
cells only on a 12-volt battery. An 
industrial 8-volt battery would prob-

Flushing oil in hydraulic 


Maybe you're just trying to be thorough, but you're ask- 
ing for a heap o’ trouble if you run flushing oil through 
an engine with hydraulic valve lifters. The flushing oil 
will loosen up engine sludge, all right, but won’t break 
it up into fine particles. As a result, you distribute big 
globs of stuff into the oil line, oil filter and hydraulic 
valve lifters, and presto! the lifters stop working. Regular 
use of a detergent motor oil, and occasionally a can of 
Texaco Super Motor Detergent, will keep hydraulic valve 
lifters in fine shape. 
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Hot restart problem? 


If your engine is easier to start when it’s cold than after 
it’s been running a while, the culprit may be engine heat 
that’s no longer being dissipated by the cooling system. 
This heat is trapped under the hood and evaporates the 
gasoline in the carburetor float bowl. You can help solve 
the problem by using a thick insulating gasket under the 
carburetor, checking the exhaust manifold heat control 
valve, and by making sure the fuel pump is delivering the 
required pressure. You might also check the radiator 
thermostat, and if it’s a high-temperature type, replace 
it during the summer. Fast-idle your engine for five 
minutes before shutting off after a hard run. 


WHAT'S NEW 
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ably be very unsatisfactory for auto- 
motive use. All in all, the installation 
of an 8-volt battery on a 6-volt circuit 
would be literally a one-shot proposi- 
tion, good for only as long as it would 
take the battery to burn up everything 
within reach while discharging itself 
pretty permanently. 


To get the extra battery power you 
want, simply hook up two 6-volt bat- 
teries in parallel, with the positive posts 
connected together, and similarly with 
the negative posts. Since you're still 
getting only six volts, you won’t have 
to touch the generator or regulator, 
but this dual battery will have a lot 
more storage capacity and stamina.

Caution: do not tap these filters to loosen the grit and do not immerse 
them in any fluid. Tapping of the filters may possibly result in damage to 
the element seal or damage to the paper. Replace the filter element every 
15,000 miles. In cases of severe operation, particularly in dusty areas, 
more frequent servicing and replacement may be required.

HOW TO LUBRICATE 


BALL JOINT SUSPENSION 
IN YOUR TRUCKS AND CARS | 


The most important factor in thorough lubrication of ball 
joint suspension systems is to insure uniform distribution 
of grease within the ball joint. And to do that, you have to 
make sure that the weight of the car is removed from the 
joints, since otherwise the grease just won’t go where it’s 
needed most. We recommend the following lubrication 
procedure. 


@ Lift the car at the outer ends of the lower control 
arms, using either a floor contact lift with arms extended, 
or by jacks. If you use jacks, make sure you block the rear 
wheels. Lifting the car by the frame or bumper will not 
unload the ball joints. 


2) Make sure you allow enough room for the lube gun 
to be applied to the ball joint lubrication fitting. 


€3 Apply enough grease to flush the old lubricant from 
the upper ball joint. While you're applying lubricant, turn 
the wheel from side to side to ensure even distribution of 











the lubricant. Don’t worry if the wheel moves up and down 
while you're greasing the joint. This movement simply means 
that the grease is working its way into the joint. 


©) Repeat Step 3 for lower ball joints. 


5) If the ball joint won't take any grease at all, check the 
lube fitting to see if it’s turned down too tight. (You couldn't 
lubricate the ball joint diagrammed at the top of the page, 
for example, because the grease fitting is bottoming on the 
ball.) Unscrew the fitting slightly and try again; if the joint 
still won't take lubricant, it may be frozen. In that case it 
should be replaced. 


© Lower the car to the floor and rock the body from side 
to side while checking for noises. If the above procedure, 
using Marfak, doesn’t remove all noises, use Texaco Molytex 
Grease 0 Improved or, in very hot weather, Molytex Grease 
2 Improved. Whatever lubricant you use, noise conditions 
that don’t improve immediately very often disappear after 
a few miles’ driving, and sooner over rough roads than on 
smooth pavement.

Future of Piggyback Plans 3 and 4:are in the balance. In a move with broad 


implications, ICC Examiner George A. Dahan recommends that, these plans 


the big rail lure to freight forwarders—be radically altered rate-wise. 

Dahan said Plan 3 (shipper supplies own highway trailer) and Plan 4 (ship- 
per provides both van and flatcar) are “unjust and unlawful” on grounds they 
discriminate among shippers. And are “diverting increasing amounts of traffic 
from motor carriers.” Earlier, Examiner Lawrence B. Dunn, dealing with a 
somewhat limited case, upheld Plan 4. 

In addition, Dahan advises the commission to look at “rates designed for 
freight forwarders . . . consider only the value of the service to the public 
shipper.” Dahan also recommends that railroads be stopped from issuing un- 
published rates for terminal services. And that these rates be brought up to 
Plan 2 (railroads own trailers, solicit freight). 

If Dahan’s recommendations are adopted they’d likely force plan 3 and 4 
rates upward to Plan | (motor carrier owns trailers, transports them on rail 
flatears as “substitute service”) or Plan 2. 

Not only could such a move bring considerable private fleet shipping back to 
Plan 1 and motor common carriers. It would also handicap future growth of 
the freight forwarders and shipper associations. 

Obviously, Dahan’s advice may not be accepted. His recommendations now 
go to Division 1 of ICC for further action. They could be rejected. 


There's divided opinion at ATA whether to protest Dahan’s recommendations, 
according to Vincent O'Donnell, of ATA’s Private Carrier Conference. ATA 
may decide to await outcome of another problem concerning Plans 3 and 4 
rates, to be considered by IC( 

Under these two plans, the lower, more advantageous rates don’t apply when 
more than 60% of trailer payload (lading weight) consists of a single com- 
modity. Effect is to divert LTL traffic from private and common carriage to 
rails. And this is where freight forwarders have been getting a break. Plans 3 
and 4 mainly attract diversified-material shippers and forwarders. But the big 
shippers—also among the biggest private fleetmen—are often single-commodity 
shippers and don’t like the 60% provision.

Survey of trailer landing gears to be made by Truck Trailer Manufacturers Assn. 


It’s aimed at eventual standardization program with basic specs. Idea is to make 
all landing gears compatible with all trailers. 


Escape hatches for reefers (California rule to prevent entrapment) were debated 
at recent TTMA meeting. But engineers pointed out hatches would add unduly 
to trailer cost. What they did advise: interior door-release mechanism, plated 
interior hardware to prevent corrosion, luminous-coated inside handles. 


New vehicle-detention charges (demurrage) are being considered by ICC at 
motor carrier request. Charges are aimed at: preventing equipment delay;

halting trucker discrimination in imposing fees; reducing costs. Supporting 
detention fees, Eastern Industrial Traffic League says shippers with efficient 
freight handling facilities—to prevent delays—are now, in effect, subsidizing 
others with inadequate systems. 

Here are proposed rules; four hours free time for single vehicle with 24,000 
lb or less. Increasing to six hours for 36,000 lb or more. Overtime charge 
essentially amounts to $10 per hour. Carriers feel that the free time up to six 
hours is more than ample. But they claim these charges still won’t compensate 
them for lost equipment, time and labor. Motor carriers have until September 
16th to file briefs for or against these proposed demurrage charges. 


New bill proposed by Rep. 
Newell A. George (D-Kans.) is aimed at stopping illegal sales of amphetamines 
Criminal penalties would be slapped on manufacturers who fail or refuse to 
list their names and places of business with the Secretary of Health, Education 
& Welfare. The bill would also require records to be kept for at least three years 
of names of every person selling or delivering amphetamines. No action is 
expected until the new Congress meets next year. 

Amphetamine bootlegging has grown into a “huge national racket,” accord- 
ing to Rep. George. Long-haul truck drivers, who sometimes use the drugs to 
keep awake, he says, are the bootleggers’ best customer. While agreeing that 
amphetamines are a serious safety threat, ATA insists that the extent of their 
use by trucking industry has been “overstated and over-dramatized.” ATA 
claims only two accidents have been traced directly to the pills. 


Legal battle over hauling jurisdictions of common and contract carriers will 


probably wind up before Supreme Court. Reason is a federal court decision 
in Missouri rejecting part of ICC criteria used to decide such disputes. And 
ICC is expected to appeal. 

Case involves application by J-T Transport, a contract carrier, to haul fragile 
aircraft parts for Boeing from Indianapolis to Wichita. ICC denied the request, 
holding J-T hadn't presented a burden of proof that existing common carrier 
service was inadequate. 

But the court ruled ICC lacked authority to put the burden of proof on con 
tract haulers in such cases. Furthermore, it said “decisions turning solely on 
the adequacy, willingness and ability (of common carriers to handle the traffic ) 
cannot be justified and are clearly erroneous.” 

Although contract carriers are jubilant, appeal is certain. And if ICC decides 
not to appeal, ATA’s Regular Common Carrier Conference—an intervening 


defendant—could appeal on its own. 


More airline freight competition may be ahead. Here's why the air cargo boys 


are confident: Two new jet planes designed especially to haul cargo will be 
introduced in "61. They're the CL-44 by Canadair, General Dynamics sub- 
sidiary, and the Argosy AW-65 by England’s Armstrong Aircraft. The new 
planes are said to have greater lift capacity, speed, economy. Cargo will be 
rolled aboard instead of forklifted. 

What can the jets do? Canadair estimates that CL-44 will haul a maximum 
payload of 66,000 lb for 3050 miles at operating cost of 4¢ per ton-mile. To 
this competitive picture, add possible air-cargo rate cuts. In fact, a CAB inquiry 
will determine whether present minimum rates—20¢ per ton-mile for 1000 
and 16¢ for additional ton-miles—should be scrapped. Some aircraft industry 
specialists say the new cargo jets should have rates as low as 10-12¢ 


per ton-mile. 
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FLEET CAR TRENDS 


LONG-LIFE LUBRICATION is causing more than a 
little discussion in the industry. Cadillac claims to 
have a car with pre-lubricated bearings packed at 
the factory. The company says the lubrication will 
last for about 30,000 miles, They’re metal-to-metal 
bearings, with a rubber boot seat. Specs on the 
grease have not yet been finalized, but Kendall and 
Texaco will be the initial original factory equip- 
ment suppliers. 

Ford also claims to have a long-life lubrication 
system. This company too recommends lubrication 
only about every 30,000 miles. Ford uses pressure- 
packed molybdenum disulfide. Repacking can be 
done at any service station or fleet garage provided 
a line is available to hold this special grease. Ford’s 
lubricant will not mix with ordinary chassis lube 
greases. 

Not everyone agrees that the new lubricating 
system will work. At least one major oil company 
is putting its chips on the bet that “lube-for-life” 
will backfire on the industry. “Molylube may be 
good, but it’s not so good no lubing or inspection 
is needed. We expect owners to develop real trouble 
after 10,000-20,000 miles, and then begin pouring 
into your service stations to buy standard fittings 
that will allow them to return to present lube prac- 
tice.” Detroit, of course, disagrees with this oil- 
company spokesman. 


Six-cylinder engines made a spectac ular come- 
back during the past year. This reversed a previous 
trend toward V-8’s. Way back in 1953, Sixes cor- 
nered about half of the car market. But by 1959 
they accounted for only about 28% of models sold. 
At one point, in 1957, Sixes were only 17.3% of 
the total auto output. Now the figure has risen to 
more than 42%, and shows signs of continuing 
upward. Reason: the recent emphasis on fuel econ 
omy as shown by the high sales record of the 
compacts. Pontiac’s Tempest goes even further. It 
may result in a resurgence of the four-cylinder 


auto engine. 


1961 model cars are arousing more and more 
curiosity as the show-dates approach. Seems there 
are five rumors to every fact in Detroit these days. 
Here are a few of the items we've been able to 
confirm: 

e Dodge Lancer is designed to keep the “big car” 
ride despite compact size. Over-all, it will be 2 ft 
shorter and 700-800 |b lighter than conventional- 
size cars in the low price field. Compact transmis- 
sion and high pinion offset in the rear axle will 
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reduce the transmission hump and tunnel. The 
Lancer’s side windows are fitted almost flush with 
interior door lines. It has unit body construction 
and greatly improved sound insulation. Like othe: 
Chrysler models, it uses torsion bar suspension 

e The Rambler line for 1961 shows that the theory 
of “planned obsolescence” is not included in Amer- 
ican Motor’s present thinking. While the 1961 line 
has trends of competitive styling, the new models 
are near enough to the 1960 models that owners 
of the 1960 cars won’t feel suddenly outdated. 

e Newport series will be offered by Chrysler in 
1961. The car will operate on regular grade fuel, 
have a manual shift transmission, and a 2.93 axle 
ratio for economical operation. Chrysler feels the 
new model will give the division a potential mar- 
ket that’s 50% to 60% ahead of last year. The 
Chrysler people decided to put out the Newport 
series instead of building a compact type car. 

e /mperial will turn back the pages of history to 
the 1920’s and early 30’s. Free-standing headlights, 
such as those on expensive classic cars of those 
years, will appear on 196] Imperials. The new 
lamps are chromed, pod-shaped, and mounted in 
pairs on pedestal arms which rise above the gravel 
deflector panel. 


National Auto Show opens in Detroit on October 
15. It’s Detroit’s first National show, and it will 
be one of the “most” shows ever staged by the auto 
industry. The full story of vehicle manufacture 
from basic material to final assembly and testing 
will be on display. More than 3800 companies will 
participate directly or indirectly in utilizing the 
more than 400,000 feet of showspace. You'll see 
every 1961 model car and virtually all the truck 
models. Seems to be a fine opportunity for fleet- 


men to take an over-all look at the field. 


Used-car market will suffer from the introduction 
of more new compacts. People are buying the com- 
pacts for their economy instead of used full-sized 
cars. Two-car families were a strong market for 
used cars. They bought them as second cars. But 
now they are switching to the compacts for their 
home automobiles. The compact strikes them as 
ideal for rvmnring household errands. So, a big 
section of the used-car market is swinging to the 
factory-fresh compact. It will pay fleet owners to 
keep their fingers on the used-car pulse. Prices in 
this area will determine the eventual trade-in value 
of fleets now on the road.

Another pos 
sible benefit would come if other manufacturers 
adopt a similar approat h. It could be that Ameri- 
can Trucking Assns., the Private Truck Council, 
some other industry group may undertake com 


parable campaigns. 


Air-borne trucks are slated for market under the 
name of Hovertrucks, by Folland Aircraft, a mem 
ber of the British Hawker-Siddeley group. Propul 
sion and control systems have not been described, 
but they're claimed to give considerably more 
maneuverability than other known ground-effect 
vehicles. This is true both when hovering, and 
when the Hovertruck gets up to speed, The first 
Hovertruck will carry a five-ton payload, and its 
range is said to make it a practical commercial 
vehicle.

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Survey Spots Late Trends 


In Use of Fuels and Lubricants 


ls your fleet keeping pace with latest practices in the use of fuels and lubricants? 
Well, here’s where you can find out in a hurry. Doesn't matter whether you 
operate a common carrier or private fleet. Separate breakdowns give figures on 


either for your information and guidance. 


MOST SURVEYS SPOT FIGURES on current practices, 
then stop right there. But not this one! And the 
reason is simple. Four years ago FLEET OWNER 
made a similar survey. Now, using figures from the 
1956 survey plus current ones, we can spot trends 
accurately. 

This is important to you, the fleet operator. Why? 
Because it provides you with a definite measure of 
your fleet’s progressiveness in keeping up-to-date 
with the latest practices. And what subject is of 
more universal interest to fleet men than fuels and 
lubricants. 

This brings us to the basic purpose of our latest 
fuel and lube survey. FLEET OWNER wanted to 
develop information useful to you on this subject. 
Covered in detail, with no punches pulled, are 
questions asking about the types of fuels and 
lubricants used, lubrication and oil-change sched- 
ules, chassis lubrication, use of engine-oil analysis, 
and the effectiveness of truck stops. 

Also, we have an open-end section where respond- 
ents suggested ways oil companies could be more 
useful to fleet operators. 

Actually the data here comes from two sources— 
a mail survey and personal field interviews. The 
mail survey questionnaire went to a total of 3000 
trucking fleets. This survey sample did not include 
bus lines or foreign fleets. Nor was more than one 
questionnaire sent to any single fleet. 


As a result of the questionnaire, FLEET OWNER 
received replies from 658 fleets. This represents a 
22% return. Of those answering, 225 represented 
common carriers, while the remaining 433 replies 
came from private fleets. 

These fleets operate a total of 56,928 trucks, 
tractors and passenger cars. The common carriers 
answering operate 18,218 of these vehicles and the 
private fleets, 38,710. Listed below is a detailed 
breakdown of this sample according to fleet size.

In addition to the facts and figures compiled 
from the mail survey, more trend information was 
uncovered in a series of personal interviews across 
the entire country. 

This project was handled by seven McGraw-Hill 
domestic news bureaus. In all, these news bureau 
staffers talked with 43 fleet executives. Among this 
additional group of fleets surveyed by personal 
interview, 14 were common carriers and 29 private 
fleets. Results were reported in by teletype to give 
you latest possible information. 


Now here are detailed results of the fuel and lube survey 


1. Which type motor oils do you use? 
Common Private 
Carriers Fleets 

Straight mineral 12% 

Heavy duty detergent 

Multi-grade 29% 


Survey trends: Use of multi-grade motor oil is 
on the upgrade. According to this survey, 19% 
of the common carriers answering and 29% of the 
private fleets now use multi-grade lubricants. In 
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the 1956 survey these figures were 6% and 11% 
respectively. 

Heavy-duty detergent oils show a slight in- 
crease in usage in private fleets—up from 83% 
in 1956. Among common carriers, these oils are 
almost universally in use. The current 91% figure 
(versus 85% in 1956) shows this. 

The big losers are the straight mineral oils. 
Here both categories drop. Usage figures in 1956 
showed 18% of the common carriers using straight

mineral oils and 19% of the private fleets. 

On both surveys this was a multi-choice ques- 
tion, Only the three types of motor oils listed 
above were on the questionnaire. In the current 
survey, 214 common carriers and 411 private 
fleets answered this question. Obviously some fleets 
use more than one type oil. This accounts for the 
final percentage totaling over 100. 


Interview trends: How popular are multi-vis- 
cosity oils with the 43 fleets covered by personal 
interviews? Among the common carriers, about 
36% use them on some vehicles (usually light trucks 
and fleet cars). In private fleets usage runs a little 
better than 41%. Both the figures are higher than 
the survey results. Fleets using multi-viscosity oils 
report a decrease in sludge, longer periods be- 
tween oil changes, reduced overhauls and better 
over-all performance. Among the non-users, sev- 
eral had experimented with multi-viscosity oils. But 
they decided the added performance didn’t justify 
the added cost. Others decided or were advised, 
they didn’t need multi-viscosity oils for their op- 
erations. 

Few present users are familiar with the vehicle 
manufacturers test sequence for multi-viscosity 
oils. In fact, only one fleet operator interviewed 
has insisted on this requirement. Other users were 
more complacent about this factor. Many assumed 
oil companies had taken care of this detail before 
marketing their product.

Survey trends: Almost all fleets follow planned 
oil-change schedules. Figures remain high as they 
were in 1956. The common carrier percentage is 
up from the former 93%. Meanwhile, the private 
fleet figure for planned scheduling is off slightly 
from the 1956 high of 96%. 

Self development is still the prevalent method 
of setting up oil-change schedules. But the current 
percentages in both categories have dropped since 
1956. Then, 939% of the common carriers and 
84% of the private fleets did their own planning. 

Vehicle manufacturers now get more credit for 
recommending oil-change schedules. Latest figures 
are up from 6% in the common carrier field and 


13% in the private group. Meanwhile recommenda- 
tions from oil companies have the same acceptance 
as in 1956 among carriers. But there’s a modest 
1% increase in the use of these recommendations 
among private fleets. 

Replies to this question came from 225 common 
carriers and 429 private ones. Percentage for re- 
plies in second part of the question total more 
than 100. Thus there’s every reason to believe 
some carriers rely on more than one source for 
their planning information. 


Interview trends: As in the survey, most fleets 
said they developed their own oil-change schedules. 
Interview figures are 79% for the common car- 
riers and 86% for the private fleets. But in many 
cases operators admitted they relied heavily on 
the vehicle manufacturers for guidance, if not the 
actual schedule. Where the fleets had not developed 
their own schedules, the vehicle manufacturer was 
credited with having recommended the fleet’s oil- 
change schedule.

Survey trends: Median ranges on the basis of 
weeks and miles remained exactly the same as they 
were in 1956, The common carrier median for oil 
changes is still every two weeks and falls in the 
2000 to 2999-mile range. Private fleets recorded 
a median of every four weeks but have the same 
mileage range as the common carriers. 

However, in comparing percentage figures there 
are some noticeable trends. For example, although 
the majority of fleets still schedule oil changes 
more frequently than every four weeks, there has 
been a decrease in this procedure among the com- 
mon carriers—82% now versus 91% in 1956. On 
the other hand, private fleet operators have reacted 
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in the opposite way. 66% of their number changed 
oil within these four groupings in the 1956 survey, 
now 76% fall within these four groups. 

Despite the fact that median figures remained 
constant on mileage, individual range percentages 
show all fleets now clock more distance per change. 
The 1956 survey showed 72% of the common car- 
rier fleets reporting, and 90% of the privates 
changed oil at least once every 4000 miles. In 
both categories these figures have dropped to 65% 
and 82% respectively. 

Replies to this question were received from 56 
common carriers and 116 private carriers on the 
weekly basis. For mileage, 180 common carriers 
and 333 private fleets reported. 


Interview trends: On the frequency of oil changes, 
common carriers and private fleets revealed two 
completely different pictures during field inter- 
views. Almost all the common carriers interviewed 
either followed the frequency recommended by ve- 
hicle manufacturers or used longer intervals devel- 
oped through experience. The division in these two 
categories was almost equal. The remaining feu 
used shorter intervals. 

Among the private fleets covered, manufacturer 
recommendations rated high. But even more fleets 
changed oil more frequently than recommendations 
called for. Most private fleet people feel more fre- 
quent oil changes pay off substantially in reduced 
vehicle maintenance. However, there are a few 
private fleets that spread oil changes over a longer 
period of time.

Survey trends: The percentage of fleets following 
regularly planned schedules remains high. Current 
figures show common carriers up slightly from 
94% in 1956, On the other hand, private fleets 
using regular schedules dropped modestly from 
the 96% figure in 1956, 

Although most fleets claim they have developed 
their own lubrication schedules, there has been 
some drop-off in this area. Results of FLEET OWNER’s 
previous survey four years ago showed 92% of 
the common carriers and 83% of the private ones 
followed self-developed lubrication schedules. 
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Latest figures show more fleets are putting more 
weight in the recommendations of vehicle manu- 
facturers. Both categories recorded slight increases 
here. In 1956, only 6% of the common carriers 
and 14% of the private fleets relied on vehicle 
manufacturers, On the other hand, oil companies 
have just held their own when it comes to recom- 
mending schedules. Both surveys registered identical 
figures. 

On this question, FLEET OWNER received replies 
from 225 common carriers and 431 private fleets. 
Percentage figures for the second part of this ques- 
tion indicate some fleets follow a schedule derived 
from more than one source. 


Interview trends: For developing lubrication 
schedules, results of interviews were again similar 
to those of the survey. And percentages resulting 
from interviews were identical with those for oil 
changes (79% of the common carriers developed 
their own, 86% of the private fleets). Although 
the majority of fleets say they develop their own 
lube schedules, here again many rely heavily on 
source material from vehicle manufacturers as a 
guide. And all fleets that didn’t develop their own 
schedules used data of vehicle manufacturers. 
Another interesting point revealed by the in- 
terviews is the popularity of moly greases. Over 
70% of the common carriers interviewed reported 
they used greases with molybdenum sulfide addi- 
tives. Among private fleets the usage figure is 45%. 
Most found results from moly greases very satis- 
factory. And practically all respondents agreed the 
extra performance was well worth the extra cost. 
In addition to wide usage as a chassis lubricant, 
moly greases are also popular for use in trans- 
missions; rear ends, fifth wheels, and bearings.

Survey trends: Median figures are 
indicators here. Compared to the four-year-old sur- 
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vey, medians show operators of both type fleets 
are lubricating vehicles more frequently according 
to weekly tabulation figures. But on the mileage 
basis, median figures indicate common carrier 
vehicles now cover longer distances between chassis 
lubrications. Meanwhile private fleets remain in 
the same range. 

The shortening-up of time-spaced lubrication has 
been marked, especially among private carriers. 
Where only 14% lubricated weekly four years ago, 
36% do so now. Those using three-week periods 
fell from 9% to 2%, and four weeks from 42% 
to 29%. Common carriers using the four-week 
period dropped from 22% to 13%, with about 
half going to shorter (one or two-week) periods, 
the other half stretching to five to eight weeks. 

Latest median figures show most common fleets 
lubricate in the 2000 to 2999 mile range. This is 
up from the 1000 to 1999 range reported four years 
ago. However, the private fleets median still falls 
in the 1000 to 1999 range as it did before. 

Compared to the former survey, the shift is 
away from the 1000 to 1999-mile range. Percent- 
ages for both type fleets dropped in the range. But 
percentage in almost all higher ranges increased. 
This indicates a definite increase in mileage per 
lubrication. The percentage for lubrications under 
1000 miles was about the same in both surveys. 

On this FLEET OWNER questionnaire, 91 common 
carriers replied on the basis of weekly frequency 
and 153 on the basis of mileage. Of the private 
fleets, 189 answered on the basis of weeks and 291 
on mileage. 


Interview trends: The majority of both common 
and private fleets said they followed the same fre- 
quency recommended by vehicle manufacturers 
for chassis lubrication. However, among the re- 
mainder of the common carriers interviewed, more 
managers scheduled lubrications less frequently 
than recommended while only a few lubricated 
vehicles more frequently. 

However, among the private fleets not follow- 
ing schedules recommended by vehicle manufactur- 
ers there is a different picture. Here, most of the 
others tended to shorter periods between lubri- 
cations. However, a few maintained longer intervals.

Survey trends: Use of engine oil analysis has 
decreased among common carriers, remained the 
same among private fleets. Of the operators an- 
swering this question, only 20% of the common 
carriers (versus 23% in 1956) now analyze en- 
gine oil. Among private fleet operators, the usage 
percentage remained at 15. 

About half the fleets using oil analysis have 
the tests done by oil companies. In the common 
carrier field, this percentage has remained un- 
changed since the previous survey four years ago. 
But among private fleets, it has increased sub- 
stantially—up from 31% in 1956. Another sub- 
stantial group in both categories depends heavily 
on independent labs for this service. Those using 
other test facilities, including their own, are still 
in the minority. And these other sources of service 
have not increased percentage-wise over the past 
four years. 

A total of 220 common carriers and 429 private 
fleets answered this question. Obviously from the 
percentage figures in the second part, some fleets 
use more than one test method.

Survey trends: Percentage-wise, fewer private 
fleets have gasoline pumps installed on their prop- 
erty now than in 1956. The private fleet percent- 
age has dropped from a high of 93% as regis- 
tered in the earlier survey. But the common car- 
rier picture remains unchanged at 86%. 

Current figures clearly indicate more fleets, com- 
mon and private, now have pumps under contract 
with oil companies. Conversely, ownership has 
dropped in both categories. In 1956, 65% of the 
common carriers and 67% of the private fleets 
owned their own pumps. Now these percentages 
have dropped to 52 and 46. 

The above tabulations are made on the basis 
of answers from 223 common carriers and 433 
private fleets. 


Interview trends: To supplement the data in 
this survey question, field interviewers asked fleet 
managers if they purchase fuel and oil from one 
or several suppliers. Among the private fleets, it 
was almost a fifty-fifty split. Those dealing ex-

clusively with one supplier, reviewed their pur- 
chasing programs periodically and received new 
bids. Those dealing with several suppliers gave 
as their reasons better quality, supply and service. 

However, among the common carriers purchasing 
policies are strongly in favor of two or more 
sources. Many revealed in perfect honesty this 
is dictated by reciprocity. Even though other con- 
siderations enter any final decision, reciprocity 
was the strongest influencing factor. 


8. Do you use truck stops for on-the-road 
buying of fuel, oil, repairs and other services?

Survey trends: These figures indicate fleets now 
use truck stops more than they did in 1956. And 
they’re making use of service offered on a regular 
basis rather than just in case of emergency. 

The 77% “yes” replies from common carriers 
and 46% from private ones both indicate wider 
use of truck stops. In the 1956 survey, these re- 
sponses added up to 73% and 39% respectively. 

Even more favorable is the percentage of fleets 
using truck stops on a regular basis. Regular use 
by common carriers is up from the 33% figure 
registered in the 1956 survey. And, the current 
reply from private fleets is a jump from the 30% 
of the earlier survey. 

On the latest FLEET OWNER questionnaire, 223 
common carriers and 418 private fleets answered 
all or part of this question. 


Interview trends: Talks with fleet managers show 
the majority of fleets continue to use truck stops 
at about the same rate. However, there is a sur- 
prisingly large number—especially in private car- 
riage—who use truck stops for emergencies only. 
Common-carrier men interviewed indicated a pref- 
erence for “emergencies only” by more than 51- 
49% shown in the mail survey.

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We also asked if fleets using truck stops were 
using them more or less than a couple of years ago. 
Both increases and decreases were revealed. Sev- 
eral operators mentioned specifically their growing 
use of truck stops to help accommodate increased 
maintenance loads.

Survey trends: By all indications, business for 
truck stops should increase over the next two 
years. The above figures point to this. Both pri- 
vate fleet and common carrier operators plan to 
increase their use of these facilities more than 
they plan to decrease them. Result should represent 
a healthy, if not substantial, gain. 

Replies to this question came from 181 common 
carriers and 246 private fleets.

Survey trends: Reaction to present oil company 
performance is a favorable one. Fleet operators 
filling in this questionnaire were asked for spon- 
taneous comments on this question. Although the 
responses indicated more satisfaction than dis- 
satisfaction, some of the comments point to areas 
where improvements are possible. Of the total 
questionnaires returned, 83 common carriers and 
143 private fleets commented on the service pro- 
vided by oil companies.

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FLEET Refrigeration Insulation: 


What to Look for When You Buy 


No matter what type of perishables you haul—hanging meat, produce, dairy 


products or frozen foods—much of your revenue rides on the efficiency of your 


truck insulation. Here’s a comprehensive rundown on what you should and 


should not consider when specifying insulation. 


SELECT THE BEST INSULATION for your refrigerated 
vehicles and there’s a profit factor working for you. 
Make the wrong choice and you lose money through 
spoiled loads, refrigeration breakdowns and insula- 
tion replacement. 

Doesn't matter if you're insulating shiny new 
trailers or modernizing older equipment, specifying 
insulation is your responsibility. It’s an important 
decision. In fact, it can determine whether cargo 
arrives at destination in tip-top condition. 

That’s why FLEET OWNER prepared this article. 
It pinpoints key factors for evaluating materials 
available today. But it won't tell you which one to 
buy! This depends on your own operation. 


First step is simple in finding insulation answers. 
Disregard the traditional basis of considering re- 
frigeration insulation in terms of an arbitrary 6-in. 
thickness, This rule-of-thumb is obsolete in terms of 
new materials and trailer construction. 

Next, remember any insulation is only as good 
as the trailer itself. If trailer walls have leaky seams, 
through members and metal-to-metal contact, not 
even the best insulation can effectively keep the 
cold in and heat out. And even the best built trail- 
ers take in some outside air while in motion. 

If you're satisfied with the design of your refrig- 
erated trailers, you’re ready to determine an 
economic thickness for insulation. This is defined 
by the National Insulation Manufacturers Associa- 
tion as “thickness of a given insulation that will 
save the greatest cost of energy while paying for 
itself within an assigned period of time.” 


Compromise becomes a key factor. The com- 
promise involves efficiency, economy and the desire 
for maximum payload space. Naturally, as insula- 
tion gets thicker it costs more, weighs more and 
takes up additional space. But you lose less cold. 
Therefore, the fleet owner must decide where these 
factors reach an optimum point. 

To help make a wise selection, here are 12 vital 
questions to ask when you compare insulations. 
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1. Over what amortization period do you expect 
to write off the cost of the insulation? 

2. What is the estimated cost of installation? 

3. How many hours will trucks operate annually ? 

4. What temperature should be maintained? 

5. What size refrigeration unit will be required 
to maintain the desired temperature? 

6. What’s the fuel cost for the cooling unit? 

7. What’s the heat gain per hour while the vehicle 
is in motion, and standing still? 

8. What type service—single destination or multi- 
stop, TL or LTL—will the trailer perform? 

9. What is the life expectancy of the trailer? 

10. What’s the nature of the commodities being 
hauled—moisture-wise, heat-wise ? 

11. In what climates will the trailer operate? 

12. How long is the “dry-out” period? 


Don't skimp on insulation. You get what you 
pay for. Actually, losses incurred from one spoiled 
load will cover the cost difference between a cheaper 
and a more expensive insulation. And don’t try to 
compress insulation. Cutting air space decreases 
effectiveness. 

In addition, don’t let just anyone install your 
insulation. Some need special know-how. 


General insulation characteristics are the first 
factors to examine when selecting materials, You'll 
want to consider: 

1. Does the material have air pockets? The more, 
the better, particularly if air is sealed in. Air is a 
good insulator, contributes to low conductivity. 
However, insulations with open air spaces absorb 
more moisture and retain it longer. 

2. Is the insulation resistant to moisture? Wet 
or damp insulation decreases greatly in efficiency. 
Why? Because moisture conducts heat. If your 
trailers carry refrigerated loads exclusively, there’s 
a bigger potential moisture-accumulation problem 
than if the box carries them part time. 

3. Does it resist vermin, rodents or rot? You 
can’t be too careful with exposed foods.

supporting ribs. 
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4. Is it structurally sound for your purposes? 
This determines what supports you'll need. Of 
course, partitions also add to trailer weight. 

5. Will the insulation resist combustion? Many 
types are now self-extinguishing. 


The field's wide open when it comes to the major 
forms of insulation, You can choose from blankets 
or felts, Pre-formed materials such as blocks and 
boards or foamed-in-place materials. Solid panels, 
of a single material, or sandwich combinations. 

Specific data on major types of insulation appear 
in the chart at left. This information, including K 
factor ratings, is your key guide to each material. 
As for the materials available, here’s a capsule 
rundown on the most important. 


Glass fiber in blankets or felt is economical and 
handles easily. For best results, manufacturers rec- 
ommend placing it between two walls. The exterior 
one should have a moisture barrier while the in- 
terior plywood or metal one should “breathe.” In 
metal walls, small holes or louvers permit this. But 
they shouldn’t be near the floor where water can 
get in during washing. Fibers don’t absorb water. 
But air spaces retain ice and moisture. 


e Expanded polystyrene is rigid and supports 
weight. Can be foamed-in-place or installed as a 
board, When foamed-in-place, it forms an airtight 
seal. Closed cellular structure resists moisture. 


e Expanded urethane is another rigid plastic foam 
with a very low K factor. One maker, claims a K 
factor of 0.132 at 70°F. However, cost is relatively 
high. Can be sprayed on walls, foamed-in-place, or 
installed in board form. Has a closed cell structure. 


e Polyurethane foam is foamed-in-place or installed 
as boards. Features low K factor. Manufacturers 
claimed 3-in. thickness is adequate for zero hauling. 


e Other insulations include unicellular vulcanized 
rubber panels and a glass fiber enclosed in poly- 
ethylene. Both come in a variety of thicknesses. The 
rubber type is fairly heavy but needs no structural 
members. Glass fiber-polyethylene sandwich is de- 
signed for floors and sidewalls with the poly- 
ethylene providing protection during cleaning, 

Another panel now being used successfully com- 
bines rigid urethane and plywood. The interior wall 
is 5/16-in. plastic-coated plywood, the exterior is 
14-in. plywood. Urethane inside is 4-in. thick, has 
a density of 2 lb/cu ft. 

Some fleetmen now a:" for combinations of insu- 
lations. One uses a foam material at the bottom of 
walls, where its closed cellular composition resists 
moisture and frost. Then glass fiber is used for the 
rest of the job. Other variations include polystyrene 
foam laminated with aluminum. This produces a 
truck wall that can’t breathe, won’t accumulate 
moisture and never needs defrosting.

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ATA awarded him its second highest 
national community affairs award. 


which stands for Democratic-Republican-Independ- 
ent, Voter Education. 

Not long after the Hoffa announcement, A. 
Ewing Greene Jr., president of the Southern Ship- 
per and Motor Carrier Council, and chief executive 
of Johnson Freight Line, Nashville, Tenn., said 
this to a McGraw-Hill reporter in Atlanta: 

“I believe the fleet executive who would be 
classified as active in politics is the exception.” 

But a recent cross-country McGraw-Hill survey 
shows there are exceptions. Some few hundred 
fleet management men are active in local or state 


politics. Not because their companies encouraged

and provided a source of practical politics educa- 
tion from which they could springboard into actual 
participation. Because they have a personal in- 
terest in good government. 

One of these exceptions is John Hyland, general 
manager, Hartford (Conn.) Dispatch and Ware- 
house. A Democrat, he’s been active in politics for 
many years as behind-the-scenes organizer. 

“We've got to get more truckmen active in 
politics,” insists Hyland, “to represent themselves. 
No one else is going to do it for them.” 

In the same city, FLEET OWNER’S Reck Johnson 
talked to Albert Snyder, safety and personnel direc- 
tor for Sealtest Foods’ Northeastern Division. 
Republican Snyder has been in the state legisla- 
ture for the last ten years. 

According to Snyder, who looks after the truck- 
ing division, the Sealtest Company is interested 
in having any employee get active in politics, if 
only in an informal way. “They don’t care which 
party and they will take no action against employ- 
ees—personally or in pay docks—if they take on 
some political responsibility,” he says. 

Hyland and Snyder are exceptions to the general 
political apathy of fleet management. 


What's the reason for the generally non-political 
attitude of fleetmen? To get at the answer, fleet- 
men must be considered in relation to: the rest 
of the management community; the impact of 
government on fleet operations; and the basic 
philosophy behind any political-encouragement 
program. 

Since government impact is most quickly re- 
viewed, let’s look at it first. Informed sources 
agree that government regulation of trucking op- 
erations by federal and state statute is heavier than 
in any other single industry. Last year in Cali- 
fornia alone, of 7000 bills passed by the legislature 
700 directly affected fleet operations. In addition, 
every time a truck crosses state lines ICC regula- 
tions follow it. 

In a recent Dun’s Review survey of several 
hundred truck management men, a majority agreed 
that government regulation is the most pressing 
problem facing their industry today. (Authorities 
concede that in the coming decade government 
will play an ever-increasing role in the operation 
of all industry-—regardless of the party in power). 

What's the picture in relation to the rest of the 
management community? 

A recent check with McGraw-Hill news bureaus 
in Washington, Atlanta, Dallas, Chicago, Cleveland, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, Seattle and New York 
failed to turn up even one trucking company that 
sponsored political education. 

Even Sealtest’s long-time politically active Albert 
Snyder confesses he can’t recall having heard of a 
political activity program by a trucking firm. 

By contrast, experts estimate there are at least 


100,000 general management people throughout 
the U.S. who have participated in one of several 
political education programs offered by associ- 
ations and companies. Several thousand program 
graduates plan to play the game of politics during 
the next four years. 

Because so little has been done by the trucking 
industry at large, here’s a long look at what’s being 
done in general management—the philosophy be- 
hind the programs. 


In other industry today there is what might be 
called a hard core of companies that support pro- 
grams offering political education and encourag- 
ing political or governmental activity by their 
supervisory personnel. Hundreds of companies in- 
formally accept political activity by the employees 
as good. But without a formal written policy cover- 
ing time off, compensation and recognition, the 
architects of the “management in politics” move- 
ment claim the latter group has little to offer. 

This summer an estimated 80,000 management 
citizens engaged in some form of political, civic or 
governmental activity. Mostly, they were active in 
a strictly academic way. That is, enrolled in, or 
participating in workshops generated by one or a 
score of packaged political education courses of- 
fered by hundreds of business and industrial firms, 
and by regional manufacturer associations. 

Perhaps the most widely distributed packaged 
education plan is that designed by the U.S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Called the ACTION Course in 
Political Education, it has been “taught” to more 
than 60,000 management men throughout the 
country. 

Another nationally distributed packaged course 
is offered by the National Association of Manufac- 
turers. Though suspect in some quarters as being 
too heavily shanted toward the “big business” inter- 
pretation of politics and government, it is in fact 
an objective review of basic civics. 

Often, local associations or company-sponsored 
political education programs are the result of re- 
searching the U.S. Chamber or NAM packages. 
But regardless of origin, the education programs 
are basically the same. They attempt to explain, 
in simplest terms, social, legal and administrative 
gymnastics of regional and national government 

and politics. 

The emphasis in each program is on the “grass 
roots” or local political scene. Reason: most sages 
have agreed that management men, to be really 
effective in reorienting government to the facts of 
business life, must reach the people in their com- 
panies’ immediate geographic back yards. 


Importance of grass roots approach is shown 
in an example by Richard M. Nixon. He told his 
supporters how the Republicans lost a special sena- 
torial election in North Dakota—by one half a 
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vote in each one of the state precincts. 

“The man at the precinct level is the most im- 
portant in any election,” the vice president said. 

He urged his listeners to return home and rally 
voters in the individual precincts. 

Democrat John Hyland of Hartford Dispatch puts 
it this way. 

“Everything government does has to be watched 
—and I don’t mean just in Washington. We've got 
to begin at the grass roots level—every truck 
operator has got to know what’s going on in his 
city—and then the state and country.” 

Whichever political instruction package you or 
your company select, you'll be getting an introduc- 
tion to the fundamentals of civics—often over- 
looked during early formal education. 


What you don't know about politics and gov- 
ernment will hurt you. It may mean your survival. 
Not in a physical sense, to be sure. But unless you’re 
familar with, and in most cases take part in some 
form of civic activity government will run you. And 
you are supposed to run it. 

Says John F. Blasko, Motor Transport Assn. of 
Connecticut: “Truckers have to get active in poli- 
tics—otherwise they’re going to be battered. It’s 
the only way to survive—in a business sense, | 
mean, We've got to have more representation in 
local and state politics.” 

Observes another astute manager already active 
in local politics and government: “When it comes 
to politics, the average management man is as 
helpless as a barracuda without teeth.” 

But educational dentures are not enough. With- 
out the spirit to act and the muscle tone to chew 
swiftly through tough political beefsteak, the teeth 
of political education decay. 


There are other reasons for the political en- 
couragement programs gaining favor today. 

For a fleet man like John Hyland, the main rea- 
son reflects concern over business competition. He 
says: “If truckmen don’t do something quick in 
the game of politics, the railroads will beat us out.” 

John Blasko echoes Hyland’s fears: “Truckers 
have to take more part. Railroads raise the cry 
of ailment and they get legislative support.” 

Hyland puts the finishing touch: “We’ve got to 
get busy and start stirring up some political action. 
Otherwise we’re going to be forgotten.” 

And for some fleetmen, there’s still another rea- 
son: “To beat hell out of the unions in the race 
for government influence.” 

If you think that way you're not alone. Labor 
columnist Victor Riesel, feels the same: “The side 
(labor-management) that influences government 
will come out ahead.” 


But many qualified men disagree. Feel it’s this 
kind of thinking that puts the kiss of death on any 
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Answer These Questions Before 
Entering Today's Political Arena 


1. Is the political action movement another fad? 


“No,” insists Albert Snyder of Sealtest. 
“Management’s finally come to realize that 
politics can mean an awful lot.” 

“To even suggest that political activitey 
by management is a fad is bunk” says 
Mauro Checchio of Personal Products Cor- 
poration. 


Should a company stick to informal meth- 
ods or immediately initiate a formal policy? 
A hard core of management men favors 
a formal program. Main reason: If you're 
going to have a program and expect em- 
ployees to develop confidence in your sin- 
cerity, they should have written rules. 


Should political success by personnel be in- 
cluded in over-all performance evaluations? 

“Political success should absolutely be in- 
cluded in” Albert Snyder believes. “Be- 
cause if he gets into politics and does well, 
he’s proved he can get along with people— 
that he’s a leader.” 

Some fleetmen say no, as do men at 
Ford. “Success in politics should not carry 
any more weight than success in any other 
civie activity.” But says Mauro Checchio: 
“A man is a more complete man after he’s 
experienced the adventure of politics.” 


What should company policy be regarding 
pay and time off? 

Here our sources believe “a man should 
not be financially penalized for carrying 
management skills into government.” -They 
agree the least compensation allowed should 
be the difference between salary as a public 
official and managerial pay. 


What should be done to prepare manage- 
ment people for the political arena? 

Point out that they must be ready to start 
at the bottom, says Albert Snyder. Just as in 
business, a man must learn the ropes. And 
best place to learn is first-hand from the 
political tug of war that goes on at the party 
level. Like in baseball—player must start 
with the minor leagues before getting into 
the big stuff. 

And, says Snyder, he should be prepared 
to meet other points of view half way. Poli- 
tics is largely compromise—just like negoti- 
ating with the unions. Those who've had 
experience negotiating labor problems should 
do well in polities and vice versa.

attempt to play politics (outside the registered 
lobby role). Thomas R. Reid, manager, Civic and 
Governmental Affairs Office, Ford Motor Co., sees 
the struggle for political influence this way: 

“The individual who influences government 
comes out ahead . . . the simple employment of 
management skills in politics will insure democra- 
tic processes and nullify any extreme pressure 
group. Labor and management are not on oppo- 
site sides of the political fence.” 

Reid agrees it is probably true that labor and 
management, as institutions, traditionally disagree 
on certain basic issues. But he contends the labor 
and management individual have the same per- 
sonal interest at heart. 

Albert Snyder of Sealtest sees participation as 
a way of improving understanding. “All truckmen 
must get into the political swing. That’s the only 
way they'll get to understand it (government). See- 
ing things from the inside, you can find out how 
government can help you and how you can go 
about getting what you want. It’s the same way 
with children. You can’t leave it up to the wife 
alone. You've got to play with your children. That 
way you can understand them.” 

This fact is important. Once exposed to the fun- 
damentals of political operations, fleet men can 
make a healthy contribution to government. 

Certainly, the participation of management men 
in politics will eventually result in a healthier cli- 
mate for free enterprise. Since this is the economic 
foundation upon which our government is based, 
we can at least hope that better managed gov- 
ernment will automatically result in a healthier 
economy. The exchange works both ways. 


Ford's political-affairs plan aims to make 
politics an integral part of the everyday manage- 


ment function. 

From his office in Dearborn, Mich., Thomas Reid 
rules over what many observers have called the 
most sophisticated political affairs program in in- 
dustry today. As manager of Ford’s new Civic and 
Governmental Affairs Office, the politically astute, 
former Baltimore politician coordinates the oper- 
ations of 45 skilled people in a unique public-affairs 
network. 

Each of eight regional managers is a profes- 
sional in the field of political and governmental 
affairs. Significantly, only two of the group came 
from within the Ford organization. Most impor- 
tant, party sympathies of the group are split fifty- 
fifty, GOP and Democrat. 

How sincere is Ford about encouraging non- 
partisan political activity by its salaried people? 
Mike McMahon, manager of the regional office in 
Trenton, N. J., is quick to answer. 

“One of the chief reasons for our regional set- 
up is to insure that company management doesn’t 
exert ‘unusual pressure’ on employees who take 


the company at its word, play the game of politics 
and get elected to office. 

“Our job is to insure that when the company 
must deal with him as employee-politico he is 
treated not as an employee but as any other politi- 
cian, Democrat or Republican. Introspective coer- 
cion, such as threatening job security if the legis- 
lative balance does not swing in Ford’s favor, is 
stopped or jealously guarded against. 

“On the other hand, we make no attempt to 
hide the fact that the other side of this office (Gov- 
ermental Affairs) is shooting at legislative advan- 
tage for business.” 


What is the Ford formula for success in politics? 
It’s one that might well be considered by every 
trucking company, large or small. 

Tom Reid suggests: 
e Study the impact of government and _ political 
affairs at all levels of your business and how these 
matters affect your business operations. 


e Consider the social responsibility of your com- 
pany to communities, states, in which you do busi- 
ness, and the nation. 

e Prepare a written statement of company policy 
regarding: public issues and legislative action af- 
fecting trucking business directly; and, a statement 
of policy regarding encouragement of employee 
participation in civic affairs. 

e Using your policy as a guide, inform and edu- 
cate employees about the importance of partici- 
pating in public affairs and political activity. Let 
them see their own stake in these matters. 


e Find out how many employees are presently ac- 
tive in civic affairs, either as elected officials, poli- 
tical party officials or community service workers. 
Make it clear you’re not trying to check on party 
affiliation. 

e Arrange for your elected representatives in city 
or state governments to visit your office and ter- 
minals to get acquainted. 

e Devote a reasonable (not noticeable) percentage 
of your employee publications and management 
bulletins to politics. 

e Designate an executive to be responsible for the 
function of civic and governmental affairs. Make 
sure you specify his function. 

e Think of your public affairs program as con- 
tinuing added dimension of company activity. 

e Finally, if you will, consider your program as 
a protection of your own business interest against 
adverse governmental impact on trucking opera- 
tions. But remember that the public interest is your 
responsibility too. To be received with respect and 
achieve success, your program must help meet com- 
munity and national needs as well as the needs of

What can trucking companies do? Admittedly, 


the Ford approach is big-company born and raised. 
Involves the outlay of sums in the six-figure class. 
So what about smaller companies, whose partici- 
pation is so vital to the political health of the na- 
tion? Here’s an answer from Richard F. Dede, 
vice-president of Hoboken-based New Jersey Ma- 
chine Corporation. 

Dede reports neither he nor his employees had 
interest in politics or government before 1958. 

“Early that year I heard a speech at a National 
Metal Trades Association meeting urging business 
participation as a matter of survival . . . it started 
me thinking.” 

Dede reviewed the various education programs 
available. Eventually selected the U.S. Chamber’s 
“Action package—cost $6 each plus $12 for dis- 
cussion leader’s manual. A brief review of the 
plan with NJM President George von Hofe 
brought approval. 

Dede extended enrollment invitations to all plant 
and office supervisory personnel and sales engi- 
neers. The group, 30 in all, decided on a 7 a.m. to 
8 a.m. class period for the weekly meetings that 
would go on for nine weeks. 

Participation was voluntary. There was no com- 
pensation. NJM did not provide the time. It did 
provide coffee and buns for the early-bird students. 

Dede reports 100% attendance by all but the 
traveling sales engineers. A few of the students 
worked in their party organization during last 
year’s local election (course started in October). 

“Up to this time our employees really didn’t 
give a damn for politics,” says Dede. He himself 
was spurred into action, has since become a Re- 
publican committeeman in his Rockville Centre 
(Long Island, New York) home government.” 

Plans for NJM’s future include monthly meet- 
ings with former students to discuss major issues 
of the day and to urge personal expression—some- 
thing that isn’t clearly provided for in the ACTION 
package. In addition, each employee newsletter 
now includes a special public-affairs column. 

Cost of the program: negligible—unless you 
can’t afford donuts. 

Asked if he had any second thoughts about the 
program, Dede said: “If we had to start over 
again a written statement of policy and some pub- 
licity about our intentions right in the beginning 
would be paramount.” 


The association approach is different. No re- 
port on today’s management move into the man- 
agement political arena would be complete without 
a look at the group, or association, approach. 
Since we unearthed not a single formal political 
education program offered by trucking associ- 
ations, we turn again to industry at large for ex- 
amples. One of the newest is the Public Affairs 
Action program developed by the Associated In- 


dustries of Massachusetts (AIM). 

Sparkplug of AIM’s Freedom Foundation award- 
winning program is articulate, soft-voiced John 
Hamilton. Hamilton, 31, received his industry 
training with General Electric’s employee and com- 
munity relations group before coming to AIM in 
1958 as PR director. 

AIM makes no bones about its purpose in life: 
to improve business climate in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. Members are openly urged to deal 
with what it considers the areas vital to survival of 
the American-way-of-life—voters and legislators and 
public officials. 

The organization’s attack is planned around 
state senatorial districts. To get a program rolling, 
an agreeable company president is inducted into 
sponsorship of the AIM education series. He signs 
all invitations to the first AIM-prepared workshop 
and makes the keynote address. There are three of 
these workshops, led by the local industrialists 
themselves, using AIM materials. After the third 
meeting, the group is, to all intents and purposes, 
set free in the political arena to champion the cause 
of management. Of course, AIM facilities and tal- 
ents are available from then on for consultation 
and periodic progress meetings. 

Included in the AIM package are two Hamilton- 
composed pamphlets titled: “How to Influence Your 
Legislators” and “How to Influence Voters.” 

In the first pamphlet are tips on: how to meet 
a legislator; what public and AIM-prepared docu- 
ments to study before taking action; how to take 
action to influence by letter writing; how to act 
in personal contact with legislators; and how to 
testify before committee hearings. There’s also a 
section on organization and workings of the Massa- 
chusetts legislature. 

The second “How to Influence” pamphlet deals 
with the best tried and true ways to sway the 
average Commonwealth voter. It’s subtitled: A Low 
Budget Communications Program. 

Features of this presentation are: short cuts to 
recruiting a management team for political action 
and ways to select the proper media for your 
message. Suggestions for media include: meetings 
with employees (AIM concentrates on the small 
company, and it feels this is the most effective 
method of getting management messages across to 
the most receptive, even if captive, audience) ; also 
bulletin boards, direct mail, company publications, 
regular plant tours for townsfolk, management 
speaking engagements, local press and radio, com- 
munity relations programs, and stockholder com- 
munications (AIM feels this is the greatest un- 
tapped source of political cooperation). 

What does AIM think of companies encouraging 
employee participation in actual politics? 

Hamilton feels this is a fine and patriotic way 
to do a public service, but he feels the decision

to start an encouragement program should be left 
up to each company. Of course, if one of AIM’s 
members does seek advice in this vital area the 
Association will gladly extend the service, 

Says Hamilton: “It’s easy to get into politics 
just pick up the phone, call the local chairman of 
the party of your choice and ask to go to work.” 


Legal detours mark the road. Regardless of their 
size and extent, one thing all action programs have 
in common is a real concern for the legal thorns 
placed in the political arena by state and federal 
lawmakers (lawmakers whom your program is sup- 


posed to be aimed at enlightening). 

In reviewing the political activity programs of 
several major companies, there is a startling lack 
of written or announced preparation for eventual 
legal complications. Asked why this omission, most 
managers in charge of the programs replied: “Our 
legal people take care of that kind of thing. Be- 
sides, we're not doing anything beyond the law.” 
Or “our legal people inform us that so far there 
has not been a precedent-setting decision concern- 
ing laws designed to regulate business influence in 
politics and government.” 

What then is the real complexion of the legal 
picture? Recently there was a private round-table 
discussion of this subject among prominent legal 
minds, Present were corporation lawyers, a political 
committee counsel and a federal attorney. 

Here’s a summary of conclusions: 

Main body of laws regulating political activity 
by industry are contained in the Federal Corrupt 
Practices Act of 1925 (extended by Taft-Hartley 
to also affect the political actions of labor). In 
addition, there is increasing concern over the non- 
connected statutes called “conflict of interest” laws. 

There has never been a case adjudicated by the 
courts covering management violation of either 
body of laws. The old CIO and UAW were involved 
however in charges in 1948 and 1957 respectively. 
First case, involving statement of support of a 
Congressional candidate in a union financed pub- 
lication, was thrown out for not really falling within 
the statute. Second involved paid endorsements of 
candidates on local radio and television. The de- 
fendant UAW was acquitted by a lower court jury. 


Here's what to watch out for. If a company 
supports an employee running for office by retain- 
ing him on full salary, majority opinion of the 
legal gathering was that this may be a “technical” 
violation, but it’s safe from investigation as long as 
support does not involve use of company offices and 
personnel for the campaign. If elected, this same 
employee is not restricted by law from retaining 
full salary and benefits. If appointed to public office 
however, he must divest himself of all business in- 
terests. 

Hourly employees must get the same compen- 


sation treatment, if this is not already assured in 
union contract. 

When a company supports or opposes issues be- 
fore a legislature it should be concerned chiefly 
with whether the issue is to be voted on. If so, 
federal and state restrictions are rigidly against 
contribution of money or facilities. If it’s not to 
be voted on the law tends to be more flexible 
the federal law, for example, allows contributions, 
office space and internal and external communica- 
tions about the issue. 

In some cases, state laws are considerably more 
strict or more lenient. The legal round-table sug- 
gested that before stepping into the arena, state 
regulations should be consulted. 

General conclusion of the legal round-table: 
The reason most political activity programs (labor 
and management) are constructed around the in- 
dividual is that he is not affected by the rules 
governing the affairs of corporations. He is, then 
a business or labor spokesman protected by law 
as an individual. 

Whatever you think of this gray area of law, one 
thing is certain: Before embarking on a program 
of political activity, regardless of intensity, con- 
sult your legal advisor and prepare for any eventu- 
ality. Include this preparation in your written 
statement of policy. 


Should managers politic? Some purists argue 
management has no place meddling in the affairs 
of state. But there’s no denying that government 
is playing a more influential role in the administra- 
tion of industry affairs. Tax influence alone is 
enough to warrant some kind of action. There are 
also the increasing federal budget, and welfare 
programs, Since business is the foundation of the 
economy, every citizen—regardless of party lean- 
ings and labor-management affiliation—has a stake 
in government and politics. 

The argument presented by a few personnel spe- 
cialists that a manager is being paid to be a man- 
ager, and not a politician, is evasive—since most 
local political activity is on a part time basis and 
should not interfere severely with a job. Still 
others argue that the corporation has no right to 
interfere with or influence the personal lives of its 
employees. 

This argument is without rationale. To educate 
and encourage non-partisan political activity is not 
interference or coercion. It merely provides stimu- 
lation and wherewithal for pursuing civic respon- 
sibility that is an individual’s right and heritage 
as an American citizen.

Check your claims-prevention program against these ideas and methods. They 
come from claims-conscious fleets that know how to keep OS&D figures down. And 
on page 88 you'll find an extra feature: A freight-handling quiz for your drivers. 


You CAN’T AFFORD TO RUN a truckline today with- 
out an all-out, dynamic claims-prevention program. 
Even moderate claims payments erase the profit 
from many a truckload. But will a claims campaign 
really pay off for you? 

“Yes,” says W. W. Allen Jr., director of trans- 
portation, Owens-Corning Fiberglas Corp. “It pays 
off six to one . . . every dollar we save is the same 
as going out and getting a $6 order.” 

“Yes,” says J. L. Boies, vice president in charge 
of claims and insurance, Carolina Freight Carriers. 
“One dollar spent wisely for claim prevention can 
result in $1000 economy in outlay or cost.” 


Fleets with heaithy claims ratios (percentage 
of net claims expense plus insurance payment, to 
gross revenue) have these points in common: 

1. Keen interest shown by top management in 
preventing claims and in relation of claims to 
profits. 

2. Cooperation among departments. Actually, 
competition between departments is poison and en- 
courages a high claims ratio. 

3. Coordination of personnel. Entire staff works 
together as a team to keep claims down. 

4. Cooperation with shippers, receivers as well 
as packaging and handling engineers. There’s an 
open pipeline of information to shippers and con- 
signees. 

5. Upgraded status of claims man. He’s given 
the authority needed to do his job and paid ac- 
cordingly. In some fleets he’s low man on the to- 
tem pole, relegated to clerk status. At others he’s 
an important member of management and opera- 
tions staff. Maybe even a vice president. 

6. Participation in claims conferences and ex- 
change of information. Some fleets carry this type 
of cooperation even further. They go so far as 
to fill one another’s shortages, circulate bulletins 
on missing freight. As they say, “We don’t com- 
pete on claims.” 


At least 85% of claims are traced to improper 
handling, loading or unloading; shortages; and 
concealed damage. Basically, two types of loss 
produce big claims: Damages caused by faulty 
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packing, improper handling. Shortages, caused by 
improper checking and pilferage. In both cases 
the culprit may be shipper and trucker negligence. 
However, one type of damage shows the most 
increase: concealed damage. This is damage to 
contents of a carton not apparent from the out- 
side. Here are three ways to help reduce this type 
of claim: 
e Pre-test packaged products. 


e Remember, you and the shipper work for the 
same boss—the customer. 


e Obtain cooperation of consignee to advise ship 
pers and truckers of all damage details—what, 
where and when damage is discovered. It helps if 
consignee takes photographs, makes diagrams, lists 
complaints, describes the type of damage and con- 
tainer. He should indicate, if possible, whether 
package was re-shipped from warehouse or direct 
from factory. 


e Check up on your hiring methods. Better em- 
ployee selection will go a long way toward reducing 
claims. 


Where are the heaviest damages? According to 
ATA data on 111 carriers, commodities with big- 
gest proportionate claims are: new furniture, 6.60% 
claims; and new machinery, 5.45%. Cause? Im- 
proper handling and concealed damage. Third 
highest is clothing with 5.37% claims. Why? 
Shortages caused by theft and pilferage. 

A great percentage of damage occurs on cus- 
tomer’s or trucker’s platform, but nearly every 
department can cause claims. Here’s how, accord- 
ing to Max Cooke, vice president, claims preven- 
tion, Mason & Dixon Lines: 

Personnel department—by improper screening of 
potential employees. 

Maintenance—by not keeping trailers in proper 
shape. Leaks cause water damage. Splinters in a 
cattle van cause damage to beef. 

Sales—by soliciting hazardous freight. 

Traffic—through rules where freight cannot be 
checked properly.

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So that you can haul their freight 
without slipups (which may be 
costly to them, too), ask each ship- 
per to: 

e Supply full, proper documenta- 
tion, showing complete address of 
his firm and consignee, including 
routing. All markings and bills of 
lading must be clear. 

e Package and seal properly to 
protect goods. 

e Refuse to tolerate careless han- 
dling by either his employees or 
yours. Ask him to report any of 
your employees violating this rule. 
e Double-check his shipping room 
for proper freight technique. Many 
a damage claim blamed on the 
trucker starts right here. 

e Use proper handling equipment. 
Don’t allow help to climb up on 
packages to get top items. One clue 
to potential concealed damage: 
footprints on the carton. 

e Use carton markings “fragile, 
this end up, etc.” only when need- 
ed. If he uses them needlessly 
he may foster a careless attitude 
by your platform workers. 


Management holds the key to 


claims prevention through its atti- 
tudes, administration, planning 
and supervision. 

One way management can show 
a better claims figure is to upgrade 
the quality of foremen, planning 
clerks, checkers and manifest clerks 
—all key people in preventing 
claims. 

Starting with high quality work- 
ers, management must give them a 
chance to function properly. For 
example, if you want efficiency 
from your foreman, don’t load 
him down with paperwork, Give 
him a chance to supervise. 

Freight efficiency begins with 
terminal planning. You must have 
adequate space. If you have suffi- 
cient operating room your plat- 
form men won't have to pile 
freight too high and increase pos- 
sibilities of damage. The less re- 
handling the better. 

Another point is to have enough 
carts—particularly when using a 
dragline system—to prevent re- 
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shuffling of freight on the dock. 

Although every efficient motor 
carrier uses most of these tech- 
niques every day, many find spe- 
cial ideas of their own particularly 
helpful. Here’s a cross section of 
the newest ideas to stimulate your 
planning toward a lower claims 
ratio. 

But just a word about studying 
claims ratios. They don’t always 
tell the whole story. Consider the 
type of trucking operation, the 
amount of full loads, LTL, the 
number of shipping points, the 
type of freight hauled. By the na- 
ture of their freight some lines 
have more damage and claims pos- 
sibilities. 


1. People are the secret 


weapon for loss prevention... 
in Carolina Freight Carrier’s 
campaign. The Carolina theme has 
paid off this way. It’s won seven 
National Freight Claims Council 
trophies in a row. The company’s 
five-year loss ratio of 0.52%, 
was 0.47% for °59. In addition, 
revenue increased 21.3%; insur- 
ance premiums dropped sharply. 

Here’s how the program works. 
Most important point is coordinat- 
ed employee education. Carolina 
Freight Carrier's own Department 
of Education, holds special train 
ing classes for all employees in 
claim-prevention methods, And 
they’re tested on knowledge of the 
freight manual at the end of the 
sessions. Also weekly claims-pre- 
vention meetings are held with 
dock workers, loaders and checkers. 

Equally important to success of 
Carolina’s program is direct super- 
vision of workers. So all employees 
understand their exact responsibil- 
ities in preventing claims, Carolina 
provides claims and policy man- 
uals. Every terminal job affecting 
freight claims—from the manager 
down—is clearly defined. Nothing’s 
left to chance. When a driver has 
to write an “exception” notation 
on delivery, there’s no guesswork. 
He refers to his simply written 
“exceptions” chart. Every type of 
“exception” is covered by clear 
do’s and don'ts. 

For example, the chart tells 
drivers not to merely write “one 
carton wet.” This causes legal tan- 
gles and unnecessary claims pay- 
ments. Drivers are instructed to 
open the carton and examine the 
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contents. Then, they’re to write a 
full description of the items, how 
many wet, and how many in good 
order. 

Carolina also uses the “shotgun” 
technique. Tries to get all em- 
ployees squarely behind the drive. 
Employees don’t get an opportun- 
ity to forget claims prevention. 

Among Carolina’s most effective 
ideas: 

¢ Monthly control bulletins to 
all terminal employees telling the 
claim-prevention score. Also, list- 
ing types of damages to watch for 
in weeks ahead. Another type bul- 
letin keeps all terminals informed

specific accounts together with spe- 
cial instructions for future use. 

e Payroll inserts and poster pro- 
grams supplied by the American 
Trucking Associations also stress- 
ing claim consciousness. 

e Educational material aimed at 
improving employee attitudes to- 
ward their jobs. 

e Letters, statistics and charts 
keeping everyone better informed 
on how the battle is going. 

e Give-away novelties, such as 
matchbooks and lead pencils, with 
messages reminding drivers and

To supplement all this, Davidson 
keeps hammering away at claims 
prevention via posters, handbooks, 
house organ, payroll inserts and a 
movie using company personnel 
and equipment. Three other factors 
help inspire the company’s “near- 
religious” claims-cutting fervor. 
Progressive management gives the 
claims program 100% backing 
while close cooperation with cus- 
tomers and active participation in 
industry claims councils also con- 
tribute. 


3. Roving stackers can 
save claims, too...

United 
Van Lines uses pressure sensitive 
tape in five basic colors—white, 
red, blue, orange and green. The 
different colors identify individual 
shipments while the tapes separate 
several shipments loaded on one 
truck. 

There’s space on the tape for 
agent’s order number, and item 
numbers which identify shipper’s 
name and the United agent re- 
sponsible for securing shipment. 
Thus if an article is lost, it can 
be quickly identified from data 
on the tape and forwarded to the 
correct customer. 


7. Special forms speed 
tracing of shipments . . .

FLEET How Truckers View the New 
Combo Truck-Air Freight System 


Twenty-seven trucklines are “going steady” with American Airlines’ new national 


truck-plane freight network. They're enthusiastic because Truckair means more ton- 


nage, prestige, better service for shippers. But they've got a gripe: American stands 


to gain most in service and profits. 


\MERICAN AIRLINES recently jumped into the grow- 
ing, new combination truck-airline freight shipping 
market. Thus far, the new American Airlines serv- 
ice, called Truckair, is a network of 27 trucklines. 


Here's how Truckair works: A shipper who is 
not in the vicinity of an airport city, calls the local 
carrier affliated with Truckair. The trucker accepts 
the order and makes out the truck-air bill ( waybill). 
[he trucker then delivers the cargo to the nearest 
airport as quickly as possible. Actually, American 
instructs all its affliated carriers to give same-day 
service whenever possible. 

The affiliated fleets are enthusiastic about the 
future possibilities and advantages of Truckair. At 
the same time, they’re quick to point out this type 
of coordination is more advantageous to the shipper 
and to American than it is to the trucklines. 

lo the shipper, Truckair means: 


e Faster service for cargo. 


e More convenience, less paperwork. Now the en- 
tire transaction takes place with one waybill, in- 
stead of the two and three once needed for such 


shipments. 


e Single rate for the complete service. Moreover, 
this rate can be quoted before actual shipment of 


the cargo. 


(American Airlines gains because it is now tap- 
ping a freight market once closed to it, namely the 
market located where there’s no airport. 

And truckers admit they gain in some ways too. 
For example, every fleetman contacted by FO rec- 
ognized an advertising advantage. They said by 
affiliating with American Airlines, they have natu- 
rally become part of American’s advertising cam- 
paign for the Truckair service. In this way, their 
names are seen by many more potential customers 
than ever before, customers in new fields who may 
use their services on other runs. 


But truckers have a gripe. They say they'd pre- 
fer a “joint” or “through rate” agreement—one 


single flat rate from point of departure to destina- 
tion. At present they have a single combination 
rate—which is really the sum of two rates: the 
truck rate to and from the airport, and airfreight 
charges. They don’t actually quote full total of both. 
Instead they quote a slightly lower arrived-at rate, 
based, in most cases, on third class truck rates. 

They say a through rate will be much cheaper 
for the shipper. And this, they feel, will attract 
more shippers to Truckair service. 


Another serious gripe on the part of the truckers 
is about airfreight rates posted by American Air- 
lines. They feel American is unrealistic in setting 
its prices. The trucker reasons that if American 
would shave these prices a bit, Truckair would be 
more competitive with other combination shippers, 
such as Air Express, an affiliate of Railway Express, 
and others. 

Admittedly, American did not institute Truckair 
as a means of providing a less costly way of ship- 
ping. It has stressed convenience, rather than the 
money-saving factor. But some truckers feel this is 
not enough. And, they'd like to see it changed so 
more customers will be attracted. 


Is Truckair cheaper or more costly to shippers? 
According to John W. Kersey, director of commer- 
cial airfreight sales at American Airlines, the new 
service does not cost less than systems where the 
shipper uses his own trucker from delivery to the 
airport, and then transfers his shipment to the 
plane. 

However, in certain areas and under certain cir- 
cumstances, he said, cost of the service may be 
cheaper. This is obviously because of the previously 
mentioned “arrived at” rate that is quoted as an 
inducement to shippers. Still, lower cost-shipment 
is not considered a general feature of the whole 


setup. 
Single bill of lading under a single rate tariff is 


one of features stressed by American. Previously, 
as many as three bills were needed, plus other intra- 
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FASTER, MORE EFFICIENT SERVICE is the selling point 
for Truckair. After picking up the consignment from the 


shipper, the affiliated trucker gets it to the nearest air- 
port. One waybill covers all shipping costs. 


company documents, in the process of moving truck 
and air combination freight. 

Other advantages are shipper convenience and 
time saved. Under the old system, much time and 
effort was spent in reconsigning shipments from 
truck to plane to truck. 


Another point stressed by American is that the 
shipper conducts all his business from a single 
source. Also, the shipper knows exactly what the 
whole service is going to cost him. 

The truckers go along with all of this, but they 
are quick to point out that there are some shipper 
disadvantages, too. And these are the things they 
want cleared up. For example, the fact that Truckair 
doesn’t give the shipper a break on cost of the 
service. 

In addition Truckair refuses to accept a num- 
ber of commodities for shipment, including; cut 
flowers, furniture, household goods, garments on 
racks, human remains, personal effects, and live 
animals. 


But regardless of drawbacks, the new air freight 
system is catching on—and expanding. Here’s the 
rundown to date on other combination airline- 
trucking fleet services offered to shippers.

Here’s a rundown on the films. 


Accident reporting series .. . 


includes four films. The first, “Experts Count 
‘em All,” shows drivers why it’s important to report 
all accidents, even minor ones. Reason: through 
accident reports, a fleet’s safety director can help 
drivers spot bad driving habits. 

Second film, “In Case of Accident,” points out 
why drivers must get all facts at accident scene. 
These facts may be unavailable later if driver 
doesn’t get them right then and there. Also, fleet- 
men can base accident prevention programs around 
this report data. 

In “Preventable—or Not,” NSC shows how an 
accident review committee operates, why high 
safety standards are vital to fleet industry. To 
demonstrate preventable accidents, a safety director 
has a disgruntled driver act as judge. 

Fourth in the series, “For Experts Only,” is 
a color film stressing driving skill. In it, NSC tells 


the story of its Safe Driver Award and how the

organization works to provide fleetmen with acci- 
dent-prevention information. 

Another source of vehicle trouble is covered 
in “Look—Stop Accidents.” This 10-minute film 
tells the story of the “blind zone” drivers cannot 
see as they move in reverse. Also tells how to do 
it safely. With this film NSC will offer an eight- 
page booklet, dash stickers and posters. 


How to use mirrors in backing up... 


is not exactly a topic of general agreement 
among fleets, NSC found out in researching this 
film. Some fleets suggest drivers lean out of cab 
and back up with aid of helper. Others say drivers 
should depend almost exclusively on mirrors, feeling 
that drivers lose some control of wheel when they 
hang out of cab doors. Still others are convinced 
mirrors give a distorted picture of the backing-up 
situation. However, most fleetmen feel mirrors must 
be as big as possible, solid, and properly set to 
prevent mishaps. 

Frequency of backing accidents runs from 20% 
to as high as 45% of total accidents, NSC’s survey 
indicates. Almost every fleet, NSC says, recalls at 
least one tragic accident in backing up.

They're Dairy 
Dan units that have been placed at the disposal of the 
Office of Civil Defense Mobilization. 

When sirens sound the alerts, more than 250 of the 
ice cream units will speed to pre-assigned positions in 
23 states. Each unit is equipped with a 10,000-watt 
mobile generator, said to be the largest built. The 
trucks also carry 40-gallon water tanks and complete 
refrigeration systems in which perishable foodstuffs, 
whole blood or plasma, drugs and liquids can be stored 
and transported.

Leak detector pushes 
oil to rebuilt motors... 


. to cut number of early failures. Here’s why. When 
a rebuilt or brand new engine starts up for first time, 
all its oil lines are dry unless the system has been 
pressurized. Takes several seconds to several minutes for 


oil to reach cylinder walls and piston rings. First, oil 
pump must prime itself, then push oil through main oil 
gallery to distribution lines.

TEAMSTER S NEW MONITOR is Terence F. McShane. 
former FBI agent who helped investigate James 
R. Hoffa and the Teamsters three years ago. Me- 
Shane’s appointment as chairman of the Monitors 
came over bitter protests by Hoffa. The IBT presi- 
dent will challenge the appointment in court. New 
labor federation led by Hoffa has reached the 
rumor stage. Recent conferences between AFL-CIO 
expelled unions, all friendly to the IBT, spoke of 
“common interests.” The West Coast Longshore 
men’s and Warehousemen’s Union the United Elec- 
trical Workers: and Mine, Mill and Smelter Work- 
ers were part of the group. All share an antipathy 
to George Meany’s Federation. A team-up with 
the massive Teamsters would give them a power 
base they don’t now have. Hoffa. however, is un 
likely to move in this direction until he shakes off 


the court control of his union. 


November elections are getting labor's full atten- 
tion. The AFL-CIO executive council is spending 
$500,000 to get union members registered. Federa- 
tion president George Meany predicts three out of 
four will vote AFL-CIO interests—that’s the Ken- 
nedy-Johnson ticket. The Teamsters political wing, 
DRIVE, is promoting a mass round-up of Teamster 
voters urging a vote against Kennedy as an “Anti- 
Labor” candidate. To top it off, Secretary of Labor 
James P. Mitchell predicts union votes will go to 
the Republicans because workers “are more pros- 
perous than ever before.” Although they share 
liberal tones, the Democratic and GOP labor plat 
forms show some differences: 

e Democrats oppose state “Right-to-Work” laws. 
GOP would give the states free choice on whether 
to outlaw compulsory unionism. 

e Democrats want immediate changes in Taft- 
Hartley, Landrum-Griffin laws. Republicans would 
leave both alone until experience points to needed 
changes 

e Democrats want conferences of Labor and Man- 
agement in the White House to handle major labor 
disputes. GOP would try to keep government out.

Mitchell, whose department handles the multi-mil 
lion dollar fund reports, says no violations have 
been uncovered so far, though he suspects that 
embezzlement and other malpractices that existed 
before the 1958 law still go on. Mitchell’s com- 
plaint is that the Labor Department has no en- 
forcement powers. In 18 months, the department 
is minus 50,000 reports. More than 17,000 of the

Employee fringe benefits are showing up in a 
new Chamber of Commerce survey. Out of an av- 
erage $100 in wages, more than $22 is paid out 
for fringes. The Chamber study includes all non- 
wage costs such as social security and workmen's 
compensation payments, rest period, sick leaves and 
separation pay. In the trucking and warehouse in 
dustries, fringe costs are 25.1% of total payroll 


costs. 


The NLRB clamped down on an employer 
Falstaff Brewing Corp. of St. Louis—and Team- 
ster Local 6 for firing an employee who complained 
to Teamster Board of Monitors. The discharge oc- 
curred after the employee protested to the moni- 
tors about the administration of Local 6 affairs. 
Falstaff claimed the firing was for misconduct. 
but the NLRB noted it happened only after the 
company consulted with Local 6 officers. The Board 
ordered the employee rehired, with the company 
and union sharing the back-pay penalties. 


Union treasuries are feeling the high cost of 
living. The latest union to seek a dues increase, 
United Rubber Workers. is asking convention dele- 
gates this month to vote a dues hike that would 
put the top rate at $5.50. Reason: A drop in mem- 
bership because of technological changes, stepped 
up organizing among new tire companies, and an 
increase in the strike fund to permit $25-a-week 
benefits. The increase would bring the fund to 


$5-million by mid-1961. 


Top-level peace conferences between labor and 
management are halted, at least until a new ad- 
ministration takes over in January. Latest sessions 
between AFL-CIO leaders and three company presi- 
dents were unproductive, and both sides seem will- 
ing to hold up talks until they see what atmosphere 
the next administration brings to the conference 
room. Labor leaders especially are anxious for a 
change, hoping it will cut back current employe:

Employee Gift Matching 


Another Good Way To Help 
Our Colleges And Universities 


The business community continues to make an im- 
pressive record in giving badly needed financial help 
to our colleges and universities. This year the Council 
for Financial Aid to Education expects that business 
contributions to higher education will be well over four 
times their total of about $40 million a decade ago. 

If these contributions, which were about $150 mil- 
lion last year, continue to increase at the present rate, 
they will hit the target of $500 million set for business 
aid to our colleges and universities in 1970. This is the 
amount which, the Council calculates, must come from 
business if these institutions are to have the money to 
do their job properly a decade hence. 


However, it would be a fine thing both for the nation 
and the business community if that $500 million dollar 
target were hit well before 1970. This would put us 
ahead of a schedule (it is a conservative schedule) in 
getting on top of what remains one of the nation’s most 
crucial problems—that of having its colleges and uni- 
versities adequately financed which they are very far 
from being right now. 

/ There is, we believe, one quite simple way by 
which financial support for higher education by 
business firms might be considerably speeded 
up. All that is required is that business firms 
generally abandon the idea that it is possible for 
every company to have a program to provide 
such support that is novel and distinctive, and 
that this is the only way that interests of prestige and 


good public relations can be served. 


There are nowhere near enough good plans to pro- 
vide financial help for higher education to equip even 
a small percentage of our business firms with one that 
is novel and distinctive. Also there are a number of 
very good plans which, so far as we can tell, lose 
nothing of their value for prestige and good 
public relations by being used by a large num- 
ber of companies. 
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The Gift Matching Idea 


One plan with these attractive characteristics is the 
plan by which companies match the gifts of their em- 
ployees to colleges and universities, and now increas- 
ingly gifts to independent secondary schools. So far as 
we can discover the general plan was invented by the 
General Electric Company, with what it calls its Cor- 
porate Alumnus Program. Now, with variations on the 
same basic design, almost 100 companies have gift 
matching plans. We at McGraw-Hill are included in 


this number. 


The gift matching plans vary considerably in de- 
tail. Some are limited to alumni of the schools to be 
benefited. In others any employee can participate by 
making a gift to an eligible institution. There are also 
variations in the maximum amounts of gifts by indi- 
viduals and to individual institutions which will be 
matched. Some companies have “open end” plans; 
others limit the total to be matched in any one year. 
All of the plans, however, embody the same central gift 
matching idea, 

When the plan was first launched some college ad- 
ministrators of little faith in the fundamental gen- 
erosity of the alumni and friends of their schools ex- 
pressed the fear that if gifts were to be matched they 
might be made smaller in the first place. The opposing 
view was that the possibility of having them matched 
would stimulate more and larger gifts. 


Advantages Of Gift Matching 


So far as we have been able to discover, the 
expectation that giving would be stimulated by 
gift matching has been validated by the experi- 
ence with the plans. This has been our experience 
at McGraw-Hill. Some other important virtues of the

“First—it assures the corporation that its gifts go 
direct to those colleges and universities which 
have furnished it with trained manpower. 


“Second—it places responsibilities for the gifts on 
the institutions themselves and drives home the 
point that they must make a real effort with their 
own alumni. 


“Third—it leaves the final decision of corporate 
support basically to the employees.” 


For many companies which are fearful of compli- 
cating their relations with their customers by courting 
charges of favoritism if they provide direct financial 
support for any particular school or group of schools, 
this latter consideration can be of decisive importance. 


The gift matching plan also has what for many com- 
panies is the very important virtue of being simply and 
easily administered. Some additional virtues of the 
gift matching plan, as seen by officers of institutions 
which have been beneficiaries, are indicated in the box 
at the top of this page. 


Effective And Easily Managed 


We at McGraw-Hill are well pleased with our gift 
matching program. It is a broad program in which all 
employees and a wide array of colleges and universi- 
ties, both privately and publicly supported, are eligible 
to participate. We commend it as an effective and 
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easily managed plan to provide urgently needed finan- 
cial aid to higher education. 

We also urge that business firms adopt this or 
one of a number of other very good programs 
of financial aid to higher education* rather than 
delay in the hope of hitting upon some quite 
new and distinctive plan. There are very long 
odds that such delay will prove unavailing. In 
the meantime our colleges will be losing finan- 
cial help which it is profoundly in the interest 
of the business community and the nation to 
see that they get—and get fast.
